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Kenneth Hertel. president of the 
Hamlin BCD, and I attended the 
Jones County Commissioner’s Court 
meeting Monday when a delegation 
from Stamford appeared before the 
Court 
seeking some form of re­ 
districting for the county 
It was a most agreeable session and 
it is hoped that by the end of the week 
a committee composed of the Com­ 
missioners and interested citizens 
will be appointed to come up with a 
plan that will be acceptable to the 
Court and the citizens as a whole. 
As Judge Leon Thurman pointed 
out to those present, this will be a 
“ heck of a big job.” But it is one that 
must be done if Jones County is to 
make any progress toward meeting 
the needs of the people. 
Judge Thurman 
told 
the 
com­ 
missioners and those present that the 
matter has been on the agenda for at 
least two years without anything 
being 
done. 
He 
told 
the 
com­ 
missioners that they have got to re­ 
district and it appears that they have 
four choices: 
One is to accept the plan that was 
presented 
by 
the 
Stam ford 
delegation, name a committee to 
draw up a plan, draw up their own 
plan, or let the courts do it for them. 
Everyone seemed in agreement that 
the worse choice was to let the courts 
do it. 
Based on current registration 
figures, 
the 
plan 
presented 
by 
Stamford would divide the precincts 
into near equal groups with Precinct I 
(H am lin) 
having 
1704 
voters, 
Precinct 2 (Stamford) having 1840, 
Precinct 3 having 1720, and Precinct 4 
having 1832. It was pointed out at the 
meeting that there was also a need to 
equalize the road mileage under any 
new' plan. 
As an indication of the need for 
some form of redistricting, the 
current 
precincts during the 
last 
election had a difference of 
1964 
voters between the largest and the 
smallest. This difference is greater 
than the second largest precinct in the 
county. Bill Moore’s precinct, which 
includes Hamlin, had 1904 voters in it 
at the last election, Precinct 2 had the 
highest with 2618, Precinct 3 had 1175 
and Precinct 4 had only 754. 
One thing that was pointed out in 
the presentation by Clem Richards, 
who had worked up the rough draft 
that was presented to the court, was 
that this was being presented with the 
idea that people of Jones County need 
to reconcile any past differences and 
work on this together for the benefit of 
all the people. 
This is important 
it is one thing for 
us to be rivals in sports and other such 
matter® but if the people of Jones 
County are to have any future then we 
must start working together. Our 
whole economic future might well 
depend 
on 
our 
working 
together 
rather than trying to go our own in­ 
dividual ways. 
A county 
government 
that 
is 
responsive to the needs of its citizens 
could be a great asset in our future 
development. 
But 
this 
can 
only 
happen by the people of the county 
working together and all sharing 
equal in our representation.
